Governor Signs Bill

The Assembly Adjo urns 
W ith a ty pical last-m inute rush, the 9 7 th Ohio G en­ 
eral Assembly has closed shop after 23 weeks of ses­ 
sions that ranged from somnolent to fev erish. 
In the final sum m ing-up of the legislature’s work it 
is difficult to assimilate and ev aluate immediately all 
the last m inute dev elopments. Many controv ersial m ea­ 
sures which hang fire for weeks suddenly are reconcil­ 
ed in conference and disposed of at one fell swoop by 
sleepy men working under a stopped clock. 
The legislature has. howev er, quite a bit of tangible 
ev idence of its deliberations First of all, a v eterans' 
bonus referendum was prepared for the Nov ember bal­ 
lot. The legislators also decided to postpone super­ 
highway plans; ruled state judges didn't need a spe­ 
cial pension sy stem, and passed a law prohibiting strip- 
mine operators from leav ing tire tracts they work ov er 
looking like the Dakota Bad Lands.
